come so to: this diseg 
habit that not unfrequently the happiness 
of the family is wrecked by it, says the 
Philadelphia Press. It.is so much the more 
to be because itis fromthe very 
nature of their qualities that the habit 
is acquired. It is not the slip-shod, 
happy-go-lucky people 
by the faults of others—the shirking, 
the want of considerateness, the total dis- 
regard of every plain duty. ‘No, they are 
painstaking, conscientious soule who are 
sorely tried by the negligence of others, and 
waste of time and opportunity and sub- 
stance it may be; who find their strength 
unable to bear more than two or three times 
their share ofthe heat and burden of the 
day; who have again taken up the task of 
others less conscientious; ‘who have again 
and again stood between those others and 
the consequences of their own indolence, 
folly, stupidity and injustice—these are the 
ones who give vent to their overwrought 
feeling in bitter complaining and reproach. 

Just here lies the danger. A careful 
housewife, fully alive to the importance of 
thoroughness in the little things in the

'thatin the constant endeavor to set them 


all right, to restrain this one, or to bring

A WIFE MURDERER

Who Will Never Get Justice Uniil 
Hanged. 

Last evening’s Virginia Chronicle 
says: Mrs. M. A. Wells died in the 
County Hospital this morning from 
injuries inflicted on her person by a 
cruel beating she received at the 
hands of her husband last June- a 


few days after they were joined in 
wedlock. The certiticate of her death, 
signed by Dr. Webber, assigns the 
above as the cause. 

The details of the beating were 
given in the Chronicle last week at 
the time Mrs, Wells was reported dy- 
ing. In the cruel beating received 
from her husband, Mrs. Wells’ left 
hip bone was broken near*the joint, 
and an abcess formed there which re- 
‘sulted fatally. 

Her body was frightfully bruised in 
other places from the brutal beating 
she received.
